Machen, the ^former superintendent, of 
the free delivery of the postoffice de- 
partment who was indicted last Fri- 
day, as exclusively telegraphed to the 
Advocate. The Groffs are the proprie- 
tors of the patent mail box fasteners 
from the sale of which to. the gov- 
ernment 
Machen "is 
said 'to have 


profited 
through collusion with the 


Groffs to the extent of $20,000 in the 
past three years, having, it is said, 
collected from them a forty per cent 
"rake off" on all moneys received by 
them from the government. 


The Groff 
indictment will be re- 


ported later to the court. The grand 
jury did not consider any additional 
evidence in this case/, haying regard- 
ed the testto^ny-taken in the Machen 
hearing entirely sufficient upon which 
to base j an indictment 
against the

Student. 


New Haven, Conn., June 8—Thottula 


Henry Curran, a member of the B0n- 
ior class in the Academy Department 
of Yale, was buried from St. Mary'* 
Catholic church after an imprejaiye 
service. 
Curran died of tuberculosis 


at the home of his parents in Lake 
Place, this city. 


It has become known that the cor- 


poration of Yale took unprecedented 
action in order to gratify the dying 
wish of the young man, who, until iari.- 
uary last, when his health broke,dbwn 
had stood among the first scholars of 
bis class. 


When he was told a short time ago 


that he could hope to live but.a few 
weeks, he expressed a hope that he 
might live ;nist long enough to.receive 
his degree from Yale. .This wish" ,he 
repeated to his family and his physi- 
cian and the later went to see Presi- 
dent Hadley and told him of the,facts 
in tiie case. 


'Mr. Curran .shall have his degree," 


said President Hadley, "even though, 
Yale shall have to break all rules to 
give it to him." 


A meeting of the corporation was 


called and on Tuesday last a report of 
the University carried to the young 
man the sheepskin with the great seal 
of Yale upon it and a cum laude at- 
tached. The young man smiled, and 
said to his mother and sisters: 


"Now I am ready to go." 
From that moment he sank rapidly 


and within 24 hours breathed his last 
with his bachelor's degree lying on a 
table at his bedside.

Here he gives-a sum- 
ming up of the aims and process of 
tne Christian life. The aim he sets 
before us is Christian transfiguration 
Into likeness to Him. 
Of the whole

Tne glory of God and the glory which 
he wishes to see in us is moral char- 
acter. There is no glory that will be 
glor? by and by but the glory that is 
bis. What we think, say and do is of 
account only as it represents what we 
are. 
Likeness to God is the purpose 


of God for us. Nothing less dare we 


" rtmke ours. 
The honest use of the 


means given us 
will enable us to 


mount step by step, each new bight, 
I ringing a broader outlook. 


• The acid eats into the plate and 


the etching is- the result. 
Good and 


evil are etched into our lives. That 
upon which we look, to which we lis- 
ten, that for which we earnestly long, 
all cur surroundings 
are expending 


their transforming 
power upon us 


Ideals tranasform us according as they 
are higher and 
lower than we our- 


selves. As we look and long toward 
the glory of God, we are doing our 
part toward the transformation men- 
tioned in the text. 


Method, however, is nothing without 


power. The Christian life is not an 
imitation, even of 
Christ 
himself. 


There is no virtue 
to produce the 


Christian life in merely doing what he 
did of would do. We must have some- 
thing more than a pattern to overcome 
the weaknesses and imperfections of 
our characters. What we need is pow-

SONGSTERS IN DANGER. 


ttobina and Bluebirds Doomed to 


Extermination by Foreigners. 


The robin red breast and the blue- 


sii-d are doomed to extermination un- 
less some stringent measures are tak- 
en for their preservation, says the 
Washington correspondent of the Phil- 
adelphia Press. This is the opinion of 
the ornithologists of the department of 
agriculture. These favorite song birds 
make their winter home in the gulf 
states, and 
a 
changed 
condition, 


brought about by the development of 
indubtries in that section, threatens 
their destruction. The substitution of 
Italians and southern Europeans for 
negroes in the labor fields in Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi and other gulf states 
by capitalists Jias driven the negro out 
and in doing so has let in the enemy of 
the small birds. It is reported that 
these foreigners wage relentless war 
upon the robin, bluebird and other mi- 
gratory birds that winter in the south, 
killing them for 
food. The negro 


would not touch, them, as with most of 
the colored people of the south the 
song bird is sacred. 


An ornithologist of the department in 


discussing the matter the other day 
said: "About all the migratory birds ifi 
the United States and parts of Canada 
ire in the cold weather massed in Tex- 
g, Louisiana. Mississippi, Alabama 
n'd Florida. They are there in myr- 
ads. The population in these states is 
ncreasiug rapidly and unfortuntely is 
one that makes no distinction among 
the birds. The slaughter is awful. 
;Vben thousands upon thousands of 
one species of birds are killed here it is 
safe to say this species is doomed. 
L'his seems to be what has happened 
to the sociable songster of the farm- 
rard and orchard, the robin, and evea 
Jie bluebird is being shot off the face 
of the earth. L7nttl the states get 
jether and adopt uniform protective 
laws there will be no hope for the pres 
prvation of these birds."

They leninined. there 
uniil 3 o'clock Saturday afternoon, 
when the cottage1 rosp .from it* founda- 
tions and b?gau floating a-waj. llio 
building struck a clump of trees, which 
held it. Scott managed to get his wife 
and children into the tops of tlie trees. 
H«> torp h!«t font into ftriiv* to tin tho 
little ones nnd Ms wife «o that they 
would not lose their bold nnd fall into 
the flood. A cold north wind chilled 
them to the bone, nnd many times it 
seemed that they must succumb. Scott 
called for help until he was c\liausted, 
It being impossible to make his voice 
heard above the roar of tho waters. 
They woro all rescued at 1 o'clock Sun- 
day morning. 


Thomas Jleese had a bitter fight to 


rescue his wife nnd four children. Ho 
realized the danger early in the flood, 
and this, coupled with n perfect knowl- 
edge of his surioundings and fine 
pluck, saved tlieui all. One by one he 
carried his wife and the children from 
one high point to another. 
He was 


five hours In getting them to n place of 
safety. At tltues the water was up to 
his armpits. 


In the awfwj darkness of Saturday 


night D. T. Gregg, with his father and 
mother, was taken from the second 
story of their home by a rowboat. The 
oarsman had scarce bonded Ins craft 
around v, hen the current hurled It 
against a tree and capsized It 
As tho 


boat turned, the occupants grasped the 
branches of the tree and another boat 
came to their aid, taking them to a 
place of safety. 


"Friday night was made terrible by 


the shrieks and cries for help that 
came from all the bouses about us," 
said Mr. Gregg. "That is the memory 
of the flood that will remain with me 
longest. I could hear the people bog- 
ging to be saved and swearing that 
they would kill themselves if help did 
not come. I heard one man shriek 
that he would kill himself and all his 
family if some one did not take him 
from the waters that were trying to 
swallow them. The frightful suspense 
drove the helpless ones insane for the 
time."

an essaj he entitles "A Word to Fish- 
ermen," wluch recently appeared in 
the Independexit. In part he says: 


"Those of us who fish in a fair, well 


bred and reasonable way, for the pur- 
pose of recreation and as a means of 
increasing the table pleasures of our- 
selves or our friends, may well regret 
the 
apparently 
unalterable decree 


which gives to all tho^e who fish, un- 
der the spur of any motive— good, bad 
or Indifferent— the name of fishermen. 


"We certainly have nothing in com- 


mon with those who fi«h for a liveli- 
hood, unless it be a desire to catch fish. 
We have, in point of fact, no closer rela- 
tionship than tliis with the murderously 
inclined, whose only motive in fishing is 
to make large catches and whose sole 
pleasure in the pursuit is the gratifica- 
tion of a greedy propensity. Neverthe- 
less we and those- with whom we have 
so little sympathy are, by a sort of un- 
avoidable law of gravitation, classed 
together in the same fraternity and 
called fishermen. 


"At this season, when the activities 


of genteel fishing usually begin, it is 
fitting that a word should ba spoken 
that may not only redound to our com- 
fort and satisfaction, but may guard 
us against temptations that easily be- 
set even the best of'fishermen. 


"We who claim to represent the high- 


est fishing aspirations are sometimes 
Inclined to complain on days •when the 
fish refuse to bite. There can be no 
worse exhibition than this of an entire 
misconception of a wise arrangement 
for our benefit. 


"If on days when we catch few or no 


fish we feel symptoms of disappoint- 
ment these should immediately give 
way to satisfaction when we remember 
how many spurious^and discouraged 
fishemen are spending their time v in 
hammocks or under trees or on golf 
fields instead of with fishing outfits 
solely on account of just such unfavor- 
able days. ' We have no assurance that 
if fish could be easily taken at all times 
the fishing waters within our reach 
would not be depopulated, a horrible 
thing to contemplates Let it .not be 
safrthat such considerations as these 
savor of uncharitableness and selfish- 
ness on our part. We are only recog- 
nizing the doctrine of the survival of 
the fittest as applied to fishermen and 
claiming that these 'fittest' should have 
the best chance. 


"Occasionally weak attempts have 


been made to classify fbe best of this 
fraternity under the name of anglers 
or some title of that kind, but such 
efforts have always failed.

One of the survivors, a passenger, 


gives the following details of the dis- 
aster: 


"The weather was 
splendid when 


we steamed out of Marseilles harbor 
and all the pasengers were below at 
table when the shrieking of whistles 
gave the alarm. On coming on deck 
I saw the Insulaire approaching us at 
full speed. The captain gave several 
orders, but no attempt apparently was 
made to change the steamer's course. 
Some of the passengers reproached 
the captain for his negligence in this 
matter. When the Insulaire crashed 
into us a great panic prevailed on 
board. Attempts were made to lower 
the boats, but only one boat was got 
away, and in* that I and a few others 
escaped to the Blechamp. As the ves- 
sel sank, bow first, the passengers 
took refuge on the after deck, which 
was covered by an awning. This, as 
the Liban foundered, became a cage 
in which the passengers were caught 
and dragged down beneath the wat- 
ers." 


Many of the rescued were badly in- 


jured in the collison. The Insulaire 
sustained considerable damage to her 
bows, but managed to 
reach 


safely. 
Thousands of persons gather- 


ed around the morgue, hospitals and 
on the quay throughout thp evening. 
Thus far only four bodies have been 
identified.

Happily, however, 
this grouping of incongruous elements 
under a common name does not pre- 
vent those of us who properly appre- 
ciate the importance of upholding the 
respectability of decent fishing from 
coming to an agreement concerning 
certain causes of congratulation and 
certain rules of conduct 


"What has been said naturally leads 


to the suggestion that consistency re- 
quires those of us who are right mind- 
ed fishermen to reasonably limit our- 
selves as to the number of fish we 
should take on favorable days. On no 
account should edible fish be caught in 
such quantities as to be wasted. By 
restraining ourselves in this matter we 
discourage in our own natures the 
growth of greed, we prevent wicked 
waste, we make it easier for us to bear 
the fall between what we may deter- 
mine upon as decent good luck and bad 
luck or no luck, and we make ourselves 
at all points better men and better 
fishermen. 


"We ought not to forget these things 


as we enter upon the pleasures of our 
summer's fishing. But in any event let 
us take with us when we go out good 
tackle, good bait and plenty of pa- 
tience. If the wind is in the south or 
west so much the better, but let's go, 
wherever the wind may be. If we 
catch fish we shall add zest to our rec- 
reation."
